1. The Time for the Ordinary Meeting of Time of 
The House is at Three o'clock in the after- Meeting, 
noon of each sitting day, and if at that hour 
there be not a Quorum, Mr. Speaker may 

take the Chair and adjourn. When The 
House rises on Friday, it shall stand ad- 
journed, unless otherwise ordered, until the 
following Monday. 

2. If at the hour of Six o'clock, p.m., the Evening 
Business of the Day be not concluded, Mr. S^*<^i^8f»- 
Speaker shall leave the Chair until half-past 
Seven. 

3. When the House adjourns, the Mem- Order in 
bers shall keep their seats until The Speaker mints?^ 
has left the chair.

<iuorum. [By the 48th section of the Imperial Act, 
30 Victoria, Chapter 3, " The British North 
America Act, 1867," it is provided, that the 
presence of at least Twenty Members of The 
House, including The Speaker, shall be 
necessary to constitute a meeting of the said 
House for the exercise of its powers.] 

No Quo- 4. Whenever The Speaker shall adjourn 

'*""* The House for want of a Quorum, the time 

of the adjournment, and the names of the 

Members then present, shall be inserted in 

the Journal. 

Oonductof 5. Any Stranger admitted into any part 
Strangers, ^f ^^le House or Gallery, who shall miscon- 
duct himself, or shall not withdraw when 
Strangers are directed to withdraw, while 
The House, or any Committee of the whole 
House, is sitting, shall be taken into custody 
by the Sergeant-at-Arms ; and no person so 
taken into custody is to be discharged with- 
out the special order of The House.

1 2. A Member called to Order shall sit S'v®^ 
down, but may afterwards explain. The 
House, if appealed to, shall decide on the 

case, but without debate. If there be no 
appeal, the decision of the Chair shall be 
final.

42. When any Bill shall be presented by 
a Member, in pursuance of an Order of The 
House, or shall be brought from the Senate, 
the Question, " That this Bill be qiow read a 
first time," shall be decided without amend* 
ment or debate. 

43. Every Bill shall receive three several 
readings, on different days, previously to 
being passed. On urgent or extraordinary 
occasions, a Bill may be read twice «r thrice,, 
or advanced two or more stages in one day. 

44. When a Bill is read in The House, 
the Clerk shall certify upon it the Readings 
and the time thereof After it has passed, 
he shall certify the same, with the date, at 
the foot of the Bill. 

4 5. Every Public Bill shall be read twice 
in The House before committal or amend- 
ment. 

46. In proceedings in Committee of the 
Whole House upon Bills, the Preamble shall 
be first postponed, and then every Clause 
considered by the Committee in its proper 
order; the Preamble and Title to be last 
considered.

And no Motion 
for the general suspension or modification of 
this Rule shall be entertained by The House, 
unless after reference made thereof at a pre- 
vious sitting of The House, to the several 
Standing Committees charged with consider- 
ation of Private Bills, or upon Report sub- 
mitted by two or more of such Committees. 

50. The Clerk of The House shall, during Publica- 
each Recess of Parliament, publish weekly ciCTk o*f 

in Rules rela- 
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tivetoNo-inthe Official Gazette, the following Rules 
• ' respecting Notices of intended applications 
for Private Bills, and in other newspapers 
(English and French) the substance thereof; 
and shall also, immediately after the issue of 
the Proclamation convening Parliament for 
the despatch of business, publish in the Offi- 
cial Gazette, and in other newspapers, as 
aforesaid, until the opening of Parliament, 
the day on which the time limited for re- 
ceiving Petitions for Private Bills will expire, 
pursuant to the foregoing Rule; and the 
Clerk shall also announce, by Notice affixed 
in the committee rooms and lobbies of this 
House, by the first day of every Session, the 
time limited for receiving petitions for Pri- 
vate Bills, and Private Bills, and Reports 
thereon. 

Notices for 51. All applications for Private Bills, 
BiUs? ^ properly the subjects of legislation by the 
Parliament of Canada, within the purview of 
"The British North America Act, 18G7," 
whether for the erection of a Bridge, the 
making of a Railroad, Turnpike Road, or 
Telegraph Line ; the construction or im- 
provement of a Harbour, Canal, Lock, Dam 
or Slide, or other like work ; the granting of 
a right of Ferry ; the incorporation of any 
particular Trade or Calling, or of any Bank- 
ing or other Joint Stock Company; or, other- 
wise for granting to any individual or in- 
dividuals any exclusive or peculiar rights or 
privilges whatever, or for doing any matter 

or 
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or thing which in it« operation would affect Notices for 
the rights or property of other parties, org-Jaf^® 
relate to any particular class of the com- 
munity ; or for making any amendment of a 
like nature to any former Act, — shall require 
a Notice, clearly and distinctly specifying 
the nature and object of the application, to 
be published as follows, viz. : — 

In the Province of Quebec — A Notice in- 
serted in the Official Gazette, in the English 
And French languages, and in one newspaper 
in the English, and one newspaper in the 
French language, in the District affected, or 
in both languages if there be but one paper ; 
or if there be no paper published therein 
then (in both languages) in the Official Ga- 
zette, and in a paper published in an adjoin- 
ing District. 

In any other Province — A Notice insert- 
ed in the Official Gazette, and in one news- 
paper published in the County, or Union of 
Counties, affected, or if there be no paper 
published therein, then in a newspaper in 
the next nearest County in which a news- 
paper is published. 

Such Notices shall be continued in each 
case for a period of at least two months, 
during the interval of time between the 
close of the next preceding Session and the 
consideration of the Petition.

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leave to bring in a Private Bill for the erec- 
tion of a Toll-bridge, is presented tO the 
House, the person or persons intending to 
petition for such Bill, shall, upon giving the 
Notice prescribed by the preceding Rule,, 
also, at the same time, and in the same man-^ 
ner, give Notice of the Rates which they 
intend to ask, the extent of the privilege, 
the height of the arches, the interval be- 
tween the abutments or piers for the passage 
of rafts and vessels, and mentioning also- 
whether they intend to erect a drawbridge 
or not, and the dimensions of the same. 

Petitions 53. Petitions for Private Bills, when re- 
^rted^on ceived by The House, are to be taken into- 
hy Stand- consideration (without special reference) by 
Coimnit " the Committee on Standing Orders ; which 
tee. is to report in each case, whether the Rules^ 

with regard to Notice have be«n complied 
with ; and in every case where the Notice 
shall prove to have been insufficient, either 
as regards the Petition as a whole, or any 
matter therein which ought to have been 
specially referred to in the Notice, the Com- 
mittee is to recommend to The House the 
course to be .taken in consequence of such 
insufficiency of Notice. 

Private 54. All Private Bills from the Senate

mittee) shall be first taken into consideration 
and reported on by the said Committee, in

55. No Motion for the suspension of the Suspen-

is entertained, unless the same has been re- 
ported upon by the Committee on Standing 
Orders. 

56. All Private Bills are introduced on introduc- 
Petition, and presented to The House upon Mvate 
a motion for leave, to be made on a Monday, Bills. . 
Wednesday, or Friday, immediately before 

the calling of the Orders for Private Bills, 
— and after such Petition has been favorably 
reported on by the Committee on Standing 
Orders. 

57. When any Bill for confiiming any:Letter8 
Letters Patent. or Agreement is presented to A^ee-' ^^ 
The House, a true copy of such Letters ments. 
Patent or Agreement must be attached to 

it. 

58. The expenses and costs attending ^ees, and 
on Private Bills giving any exclusive privi- p^ng and 
lege, or for any object of profit, or private, printing 
corporate, or individual advantage ; or for bSis?*^ 
amending, extending, or enlarging any for- 
mer Acts, in such manner as to confer 
additional powers, ought not to fall on the 
public; accordingly the parties seeking to 
obtain any such Bill, shall be required to 

pay into the Private Bill Office the sum of 

one 
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Feea and one hundred dollars, immediately after the 
charges. j,j^^ Readmg thereof: and aU such Bills 
shall be prepared in the English and French 
languages, by the parties applying for the 
same, and printed by the Contractor for 
printing the Bills of The House, and 500 
copies thereof in English and 200 copies in 
French shall be deposited in the Private Bill 
Office, and distribution thereof made, before 
the First Reading ; and no such Bill shall be 
read a Third time xmtil a certificate from 
the Queen's Printer shall have been fyled 
with The Clerk, that the cost of printing 
500 copies of the Act in English and 200 in 
French, for the Government, has been paid 
to him.

63. All questions before Committees on 
Private Bills are decided by a majority of 
voices, including the voice of the Chairman ; 
and whenever the voices are equal, the Chair- 
man has a second or casting vote. 

64. It is the duty of the Select Committee 
to which any Private Bill may be referred by 
The House, to call the attention of The 
House specially to any provision inserted in 
such Bill that does not appear to have been 
contemplated in the Notice for the same, as 
reported upon by the Committee on Stand- 
ing Orders. 

65. The Committee to which a Private 
Bill may have been referred, shall report the 
same to The House, in every case ; and when 
any material alteration has been made in 
the Preamble of the BiU, such alteration, and 
the reasons for the same, are to be stated in 
the Report.
